In Oetober another ineident occurred to cause considerable dis- 
satisfaction among Soviets who were considering sending their 
children to USSR. They had bean notified that if they wished to 
send their children te USSR, they must provide them with excess 
clothing, seventy-four pieces of specified items for boys and 
twenty-two specified peices for girls, Ther were told that the 
excess clothing would be traded for food when they reached USSR, 
The parents openly questioned why it should be necessary to do 
this since they have been told repeatedly that when the children 
get to USSR they need not worry about elther food or clothing.
